DEPARTS ON THE ENDLESS JOURNEY. 

Joseph C. Yeager died at Niagara Falls yesterda.v. 
He was thirty-nine .vears of age and was raised at 
or near ('incinnati. O. He was <‘diieated at Notre 
D.iim* ('<dlege. Indiana. While quite a young man 
he was attracted hy the speiubitive side of the turf 
and beianie a noted and successful “idunger.” It 
is relateil of him that before he was twenty-eight 
years old he had a<*eiiniulated $4.58. IMMI and lost it 
ail in trying to win the $42.(MMl requisite to make 
his fortune a half niillion dollars. In a measure he 
had r(M*ouiM*d his losses and ilied in comfortable 
<*ir<*uinstances. 

Recentl.v oi>erated on in a I>»nisville iiospital for 
stom.ncli ti*nuble, be left the institution too soon and 
was in attenilance at the n*cent Hawthorne meet- 
ing. He left here on a steamer for Buffalo and ex- 
pected to motor from there to Saratoga. At Buffnhi 
his condition became serious and he was taken to 
the Clifton Hotel at Niairara Falls. He was unable 
to retain nouri-shmeiit for a number of days prior to 
Ills dentil. 

He was married a little over a year ago to Miss 
Ireiu* Roinaine. daughter of Harry Roniaine. and a 
li^'autiful and talented young actress. Their home 
was at French Lick. Indiana. Mr. Yeager was the 
owner of a small stable of racers at the time of his 
death. Of him a friemi said yestenlay: 

“He was blg-liearled and charitable ami hadn’t 
an enemy in the world. He bad given away a for- 
tune to distressed follow’ers of racing.”
